of the treaty of Portsm outh will be ex­ 
changed 
at 
W ashington, 
between 
Baron Bosun, the Russian embassador 
and Mr. T akahira, the Ja p a n e se min­ 
ister, as soon as these important docu 
m eats are re: eived 
from St. Pe te rs­ 
burg and Tokio. 
The ratification will 
contain the- Frolic h and English texts 
of the treaty. 
This was decided at a 
conference W ednesday between Baron 
Rosen and Mr. Takahira. which began 
in the 
Russian am basador's 
a p a rt­ 
m ents and was concluded at the state?! 
department. 
Mr. T a k a h ira 
called on J 
Baron Rosen in the morning to find 
out from him the usual form of t lit 
Russian ratification. 
In 
order that 
the minister might 
inspect a copy 
they went to the 
state dep artm en t 
where Mr. Atlee, the third assistant 
secretary of state, received them ane 
showed th em the 
ratification of the 
Russian-Anieriean extradition 
treaty. 
Mr. T akahira will inform his govern 
ment fully on Hie subject so that the 
ratifications may conform 
The spe­ 
cial plenary powers to be conferred on 
the 
two 
plenipotentiaries 
enabling 
th em to exchange ratifications will be 
identical in scope. 
The approval of the 
treaty by the 
privy council at Tokio in effect ratifies 
the convention and it is expected that 
the formality of the e m p ero r’s signa 
tare will follow shortly. As the treaty 
becomes e l e c ti v e as scion as ratified 
the exchange of ratifications is only a 
formality. 
Japan will be ready to ex­ 
change as soon as the e m p ero r’s sig­ 
nature is affixed, as the formal ratifi­ 
cation can be prepared and delivered 
at the legation here. It is not believed 
that the R ussian ratifications will be 
long delayed. 
Diplomatic 
relations between 
the 
belligerents have been practically re­ 
sumed at W ashington. 
No a rra n g e m en ts 
have been 
con­ 
cluded for the 
ceremony of ratifica­ 
tions, but it probably will be an even

A STRANGE INSECT

The aweto, as the Maoris, or natives 
of New Zealand, call it. or U phills vi- 
rescens, as naturalists term it. is found 
in New Zealand and is a vegetable ca­ 
terpillar of from three to four inches iii 
length, and so far science has not been 
able to say whether it is a vegetable or 
an insect. 
It is always found at the 
foot of large myrtle trees that have 
beautiful red flowers on their steins 
aud a beautiful creeping clematis as 
white as the snow. The Maoris call 
this tree by the name of rata. 
The 
aweto buries itself among the roots of 
the rata a few inches below the ground 
and there lives until it is full grown, 
when it undergoes a most wonderful 
change. The spore of a vegetable fun­ 
gus, termed by naturalists Sophoeria 
rooertsii, fastens itself to the neck of 
the caterpillar just between the head 
an i the tirfl ring and then grows up­ 
ward to the height of from six to eight 
inches. Many people assert that there 
is never more than one stem, but such 
is not the case, for some have been 
found with two stems, although very 
rarely. 
The stem silo its up out of the ground 
above where the caterpillar is living 
about two or three inches. 
Below the 
earth it grows into the awet > until it 
fills up every possible space within tile 
outer skin without changing the form 
of the insect in the slightest way what 
“soever, but simply substituting a vege­ 
table matter for animal matter. 
As 
soon as this takes place both tile plant 
and caterpillar become dry and hard 
and die, but retain exactly the same 
form as when alice. The whole has a 
brown color, and the insect appears a 
wooden caterpillar with a huge horn 
standing up from Hie back of its neck. 
How tilt' caterpillar manages to propa­ 
gate ils species no one can tell. Usual­ 
ly the caterpillar becomes a chrysalis, 
tin* chrysalis changes into a moth, tilt' 
moth lays eggs, and these eggs again 
become caterpillars, and so on without 
stopping. Many reasons are given why 
the plant shoots tip from the back of 
the neck of the aweto. One is that tile 
aweto has a slimy substance oozing out 
from its neck, whic h while tile aweto 14 
boring ut the foot of the rata tree for 
its only food catches the seeds of the 
fungus and holds it fast there till the 
latter begins to grow. 
When it has 
sucked all the vegetable life out of the 
aweto it must naturally die, for it finds 
no further nourishment. The aweto is 
often found in large numbers.
